There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease,  Diarrhoea  under 
2 years  of  age,  nor  any  maternal  deaths.  The  estimated 
population  is  given  as  much  the  same  as  last  year  and  the  numbe* 
of  births  one  less.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were 
no  infant  deaths,  nor  deaths  of  mothers  as  a result  of  childbirth 
The  Unfavourable  feature  in  the  vital  statistics  is  the 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths, which  is  largely 
due  to  the  very  high  figure  for  cancer.

Infestations. 

With  regard,  to  bug  infestations,  there  were  none.  In  one  case 
a f^w  bugs  u*ers  found  in  s bed  which  had  been  purchased,  a few  days 
before  they  were  found,  at  an  auction  sale.  The  purchaser 
destroyed  the  bed  entirely,  and  che  room  was  disinfested. 

The  premises  are  now  clear. 

There  are  no  major  rat  infestations*  A number  of  premises  are  under 

contract  for  rat  destruction  by  the  County  Council,  The  Urban 

Council’s  tips,  and  sewage  works  are  under  continuous  observation, 

and  treatment  is  immediately  adopted  when  signs  of  the  pests  are 
seen,  Massing,  poisoning  and  trapping  methods  are  used, 
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Scavenging. 

This  work  is  not  carried  out  as  satisfactorily  as  it 
has  been,  due  to  shortage  of  labour  arising  from  the 
general  war  conditions, 

A change  of  contractors  also  failed  to  produce  the  desired 
improvement,  During  the  period  under  review,  the  collect  ior; 
was  by  annual  contract. 
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
